Edmonton's slow-moving Metro line hits 
finally gotten the green light to run full 
speed through i Liter sections;. 

The city announced Wednesday that 
Rail Safety Consulting—an independent 
safe tv auditor hired to ensure the line's

new signaling system is sound — has 
lifted the speed restriction in place at 
intersections starting Sunday. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the news was 
a major milestone for the 3.3-kilometre 
Metro Line, which has been plagued with 
problems since opening, behind sched¬ 
ule. in 2015. 

“This is full speed ahead.’ 1 Iveson said, 
dryly. “We've been waiting a long time 
to see that gain, so this is a major step 
forward. We’ve been working hard to get 


it to function as designed and. at least 
with the Metro Line portion, we've now 
achieved that." 

When it comes to .getting the Metro and 
Capita! lines fully integrated and running 
as intended (which the city calls ‘"Plan 
A”!, deputy city manager Adam laugh!in 
would only offer “2017, without a specific 
date” as a timeline. 

“There’s still work to do." Laughlin told 
reporters. "|Lifting the speed restrictions} 
allow us to move toward the next step, 
which is getting to whit we originally 
were hoping to get out of this, which is 
an integrated signaling system with the 
Metro line and Capital Line” 

The LEvT line tuts long operated at speeds 
below 50 km/h due to a broken signaling 
system, causing major headaches and 
requiring exte ns ive software patches. 

The line missed its very first deadline 
back in April 2014, and since then the 
city has struggled with problems. 

The city has yet to pity contractor Ttuiles 
the final installment for the $755-mil- 
lion project (Iveson said the holdback is 
in the range of £17 to 520 million | and 
won't until six months after the system 
is fully functional.

Almost 70 per cent of Albertans 
strongly or somewhat support a 
ban on trophy hunting, accardulg 
to a new pot], which hits some 
saying the legislation should be 
considered. 

Advocacy group Ban Trophy 
Hunting Ltd. c ommis sioned poll¬ 
ing company Insights West to 
gauge nationwide interest for 
provincial legislation that would 
outlaw or restrict the practice. 

It found that 49 per cent of 
Albertans "strongly support" a 
legislated ban, 19 per cent “some¬ 
what support" one, while 10 per 
cent strongly oppose it and 15 
per cent are somewhat opposed. 
Eight per cent weren’t sure. 

Across all regions in Canada. 
Alberta has the least interest in 
banning trophy hunting. Ninety 
per cent of British Columbians 
strongly or somewhat support a 
ban. malting them the most op¬ 
posed to trophy hunting. 

Btm Trophy Hunting organ¬ 
izer Mike Donovan, a Calgary 
resident who runs Lion Dog Af¬ 
rican Safaris, a company that 
offers eco-tours to .Africa, said 
the surrey results were encour¬ 


aging. He called hunting purely 
for sport “immoral, 14 

“I think it illustrates that this 
is an important enough issue 
that politicians need to start ac¬ 
knowledging it and need to shirt 
considering the abolition of tro¬ 
phy hunting.” 

Hunting grizzly bears is il¬ 
legal In Alberta, but black bears, 
wolves, cougars, mountain lions. 


bison and sheep remain popular 
targets for trophy hunters. 

Kut Edmonton hunting in¬ 
structor Donald Dwyer said he 
doesn't have a problem with it as 
long as hunters follow the rules. 

“j don't hunt for trophies. 1 
guess you could call me a meat 
hunter, but J have friends who 
do, 1 * Dwyer told Metro, “it's a 
personal choice for those that 


do, as long as it’s done quickly 
and humanely l don't see a prob¬ 
lem wtith it.” 

Dwyer said licences are ad¬ 
equately regulated and that the 
hunting community is the first to 
call out inappropriate behaviour,

Funds to 

prevent 

wildfires 

Alberta hopes higher fines and 
a voluntary fire prevention pro¬ 
gram will help protect commun¬ 
ities from wildfires this year. 

Following the destructive 
wildfire in Fort McMurray last 
May, the government strength¬ 
ened penalties for people w^ho 
abandon campfires or burn 
during fire bans. 

The legislation, which went 
into effect in December, also 
makes it easier for the govern¬ 
ment to restrict use of off-high- 
way vehicles when fire condi¬ 
tions are hazardous. 

forestry Minister Oneil ear¬ 
lier said he hopes more com¬ 
munities will apply for FI resmart 
funding to clear brush and trees 
around populated areas. 

“J implore the communities 
out there that are in need of a 
firesmart program that they 
apply” Carliersaid Wednesday. 

The fort McMurray wildfire 
forced more than £0.000 people 
to flee the northern Alberta re¬ 
gion and destroyed more than 
2,400 homes and other build¬ 
ings last year. 

A report in January estimated 
the total financial impact of the 
wildfire at almost 5B.9 billion. 

Carlier said the firesmart pro¬ 
gram will remain voluntary, but 
he believes more municipalities 
will apply for funding this year. 

Last year there tvere 1.333 
wildfires in Alberta that burned 
more t turn 611,000 hectares. The 
government estimates that more 
than 60 per cent of those fires 
were started by people. Light¬ 
ning is the other mEijor cause.

Health officials seek answers 
to prescription fraud problem

It's known on the street as ‘doc¬ 
tor shopping. 1 

A recent report from the 
province revealed almost 4D per 
tent of individuals who fatally 
overdosed last year were pre¬ 
scribed an opioid from three 
or more different health-care 
providers within their last year 
of life. 

“These may be perfectly legit¬ 
imate interactions, because it's 
Packed over an entire year, 1 * said 
Dr. Karen Giimsrud, chief med¬ 
ical officer for Alberta Health. 

"However, there maybe too 
many people prescribing opi¬ 
oids to one individual and not 
being aware of that." 

Alberta's Pharmaceutical In¬ 
formation N etwork (PIN) allows 
pharmacies, doctors, and other 
health fatalities to access an elec¬ 
tronic record of a patient's cur¬ 
rent and previous prescriptions. 

"How rapidly that informa¬ 
tion becomes available is not 
optimal, that's one piece we're 
looking at.” Dr. Grimsrud said. 

New dispense records are 


batch-uploaded to the PIN from 
the pharmacy’s patient record 
every evening, and if there’s a 
system issue, it takes longer. 

"We have to get it to real¬ 
time, 1 ' said Greg Tberhart, regis¬ 
trar at the Alberta College of 
Pharmacists (AGP], 

He said the AGP works with 
the College of Physicians and 
•Surgeons of Alberta (CPSA) to 
identify high-risk patients. 

"Pharmacists are trained and 
expected to not only evaluate 
patients, but evaluate the valid¬ 
ity and authenticity of the pre¬ 
scription. 

"If they have reason to believe 
a prescription has been forged, 
they will contact the prescribe!," 
Eberhart said. 

The PIN also flags possible 
dosage issues and duplicates. If 
prescription fraud is suspected, 
the CPSA is also able to inter¬ 
vene. 

"When we get that informa¬ 
tion, we send letters to the doc¬ 
tors involved,” said Kelly Eby. 
director of communications for 
the CPSA. 

"In some circumstances, 
someone might have been away 
or it was completely legitimate

With a recent survey finding 
Edmonton inns have more pets 
than kids, it’s no wonder the 
city is looking to improve Ed¬ 
monton's off-leash parks. 

Officials are asking the pub¬ 
lic to weigh In on a new pilot 
project for the Lauderdale Off- 
Leash Fark in north Edmonton. 

The city is looking at adding 
things like waste bins, poop- 
bag dispensers, signage, and 
fencing at Lauderdale accord¬ 
ing to Nicole Fraser, man¬ 
agement supervisor with Ed¬ 


monton's beautification and 
greening initiatives. 

“One of the concerns is that 
people want a fence in the area, 
so we're looking at that," Fraser 
said Wednesday. “The barrier 
could come In the form of a 
fence, trees and shrubs, or a 
combination of both." 

But Fraser said the popular 
park is just a testing ground 
for ways to improve the user 
experience at other pet areas. 

The city will monitor dog 
owners' satisfaction with the 
upgrades, and use those re¬ 
sults to improve other parks, 
Fraser said. 

She noted the latest Edmon¬ 
ton Vital Signs report, released 
in October, showed 32 per cent 
of Edmontonians have dogs at 
home, that’s more than the 29 
per cent of households with 
children. 

“A lot of people have dogs 
in their households,” she said. 
"So when we design parks we 


have to acknowledge that dogs 
are part of families." 

Dog owner Fenny LeBlanc is 
concerned about safety meas¬ 
ures at Lauderdale. 

“Animals will randomly, for 
no other reason, dart across 
the street because there’s no- 
fence," said LeBlanc, while play¬ 
ing with her pooch, Duke, at 
Lauderdale. 

“All they need is fences” 

Brian Smeek, who was also 
walking his dog at the park, 
said he'd like to see more bag 
dispensers to encourage people 
to pick up after their pups, 

“That would be great if we 
can somehow get more people 
to pick up their dog poop," 
Smeek said. 

Edmontonians can attend 
an open house Thursday night 
to offer their ideas on improv¬ 
ing Lauderdale. Ihe event goes 
from 5 to 7 p.m. and will be 
held at the North West Edmon¬ 
ton [seniors Society.

Garland trial judge counsels jury

Justice David Gates, presid¬ 
ing over the Douglas Garland 
triple-murder case, spent Wed¬ 
nesday morning instructing 
jurors on how to interpret the 
law and how to best use the 
evidence before them when 
making their decision. 

Douglas Garland. 57, is ac¬ 
cused of first-degree murder 
in the 2011 deaths of Alvin 
and Kathy Liknes and their 
five-year-old grandson, Nathan 
O'Brien who had stayed for 


an impromptu sleepover the 
night of June 29. 2014. 

Gates began by telling the 
jurors that he was instructing 
them in an effort to help 
them reach a decision — not 
to make a decision for them. 

“You're the sole judges of 
the evidence and Ehe facts 
arising from that evidence," 
he said."Public opinion, media 
reports and comments by 
others have no role in your 
decision." 

Gates told the jurors that 
"sympathy can have no place" 
in t heir deliberations, and that 
jurors are to rely on the testi¬ 


mony from the 4S witnesses 
and S9 exhibits presented to 
them over the last five weeks 
of the trial. 

“It is also your opinion 
of the evidence that counts, 
not ihe Crown, defence or me 
,.. you are the judges of the 
facts," he said. 

“Do not speculate. Do not 
permit yourself to guess or 
make up theories,” he said. 

Gates told the jurors the 
presumption of innocence is 
vital to our democracy and 
legal process, and that they 
must come to their decision 
“beyond reasonable doubt.” 
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‘Knees together 7 judge seeks review

Camp says the 
council refused 
his request 
to speak 

A judge who could lose his. Jab 
after asking a sexual assault 
complainant why she couldn't 
keep her knees together is ask¬ 
ing for a judicial review in his 


case. 

Justice Robin Camp wants to 
address the Canadian Judicial 
Council after the accused in 
the original trial was acquit¬ 
ted again in a retrial. 

In court documents filed this 
week. Lamp says the council 
refused his request to speak 
because he already had the 
opportunity to address a disci¬ 
plinary panel and the acquittal 
didn’t change anything. 

Camp wants the federal 


Court to intervene. He noted 
that while the majority of coun¬ 
cil members agreed with the 
refusal, five members felt Camp 
should be heard. 

The council declined to com¬ 
ment on Lamp's application, 
because it is before the courts. 

The disciplinary panel has 
recommended Camp lose his 
job after his controversial com¬ 
ments to the female complain¬ 
ant in the original sexual as¬ 
sault trial of Alexander Wagar. 


Lourt transcripts from the 
2014 trial in Calgary show that 
Camp, who was a provincial 
court judge at the time, called 
the complainant "the accused” 
numerous times — a mistake 
he repeated at the Judicial coun¬ 
cil hearing before correcting 
himself, tie also told the young 
woman "pain and sex some¬ 
times go together” and asked 
why she didn't just keep her 
"knees together.”

An employee at the Wood- 
croft branch of the Ed monton 
Public Library caught Daniel 
Kelbert on a library computer 
on Feb. 19, 2016. ' 

Library staff called the po¬ 
lice but Kelbert fled before 
officers arrived. 

The Alberta Law Enforce¬ 
ment Response Team took over 
the investigation and identi¬ 
fied Kelbert through his digital 
identity with the help of the 
library. 


ALERT's internet Child Ex¬ 
ploitation learn arrested Kel¬ 
bert at his north side home a 
few weeks later. 

Re was charged with pos¬ 
sessing and accessing child 
pornography, and with credit 
for time already served. Kel¬ 
bert has 16 months left on his 
sentence. 

“We do not support or con¬ 
done the use of resources for 
illegal activity and work closely 
with law enforcement to elim¬ 
inate this behaviour," library 
CEO Pilar Martinez said at the 
time.

Man gets 8 years in 
drunk driving case 


An Alberta man who was re¬ 
fused service at two bars before 
a hit-and-run dmnk-driving 
crash that killed a father of two 
has been sentenced to eight 
years in prison. 

Michael Cress, a 37-year-old 
St. Albert resident, was sen¬ 
tenced Tuesday after he plead¬ 
ed guilty earlier this month 
to charges that include man¬ 
slaughter and counts of im¬ 
paired driving causing bodily 
harm. 

He was charged in the March 
2016 death of Russell House in 
northeast Edmonton. 

In an agreed statement of 
facts, court heard Cress was cut 
off by a bartender at a north- 
end pub Emd drove away before 
taking a taxi staff had called 
for him. 

He later drove away from a 
second bar when he was cut 
off and slammed into the back 
of a car in which House was a 
passenger before leaving the 
scene. 

Cress, who had two prior 
convictions for impaired driv¬ 
ing and six prior speeding con¬ 
victions, also faces a 10-year 
Canada-wide ban on driving 


upon release. 

Court heard Cress was go¬ 
ing 147 km/h when he drove 
into the car. which then col¬ 
lided with an oncoming sport- 
utility vehicle. 

House died after being eject¬ 
ed from the vehicle, while the 
car driver remained in hospital 
for months recovering from 
upper-body fractures and a 
collapsed lung. 

Two others were taken to 
hospital — one with a frac¬ 
tured ankle and the other with 
a broken collarbone and spinal 
injury. 

Cress was not hurt but after 
driving away, he hit a tree and 
collided with a wooden face. He 
ran away on foot before even¬ 
tually catching a cab borne to 
it. Albert. 

The Crown was seeking a 
sentence of eight to ID years, 
while the defence was asking 
for seven to eight years. 

Calvin Bird, House's uncle, 
called the sentence “another 
joke." 

A statement issued by 
Cress’s family said it was a 
“tragic event for all parties in¬ 
volved."

City to push 
landowners to 
give up gravel 
for green space

A city committee is backing a 
plan to turn gravel into green 
space by creating a new park 
downtown. 

Councillors on the urban plan¬ 
ning committee voted Wednes¬ 
day to support a process that 
would force four downtown 
landowner? to sell their gravel 
parking lots to build a new park 
in the core. 

The park would replace IS 
surface gravel parking lots — an 
area slightly bigger than Church¬ 
ill Square — on both sides of 107 
Street between Jasper Avenue 
and 102 Avenue in the so-called 
Warehouse District. 

'These sites have remained 
undeveloped for at least two 
decades." said senior planner 
Duncan Fraser. 


City officials said attempts to 
negotiate with property owners 
have been unsuccessful, resulting 
in the push for expropriation. 

For the push to become of¬ 
ficial, city council will need to 
approve the plan on Tuesday. 

Catalyst for downtown 
revitalization 

Planners say the park would help 


spur residential development 
downtown. 

“It’s what planners, call beach¬ 
front property, if you will," said 
Gary Klassen. deputy city man¬ 
ager with sustainable develop¬ 
ment. referring to the way recrea¬ 
tional space could draw families 
into core neighbourhoods. 

“We need this land of develop¬ 
ment to occur in the area." 


Chris Buyze, president of 
Downtown Edmonton Commun¬ 
ity League, told Memo in N ovem¬ 
ber that parks are important for 
the growing number of people 
calling the core home.

The University of Alberta has 
made progress on improving 
campus response to sexual 
assault, student leaders say, 
one year after the release of 
a report tailing for changes. 

The Sexual Violence Review 
Group report released last 
February made 46 recommen¬ 
dations for things like more 
s taff training, an emphasis on 
supporting survivors, better 
tracking of assaults, small 
changes to the discipline 
process and a consent-based 
education program for all 
students.. 

,L A lot of people are ask¬ 
ing about the progress, H said 
Francesca El Ghossein, VI 3 of 
student life at the U of A. Bhe 
said she is satisfied with the 
work the university's done. 


The university has four 
working groups — support, 
education and outreach, ac¬ 
countability and assessment 
— that consist of student and 
staff members. 

However. El Ghossein said 
there are areas that could use 
extra attention, like clarify¬ 
ing where students can go 


to disclose assaults. Consent 
training should also be more 
available on campus, she said, 
adding that the student union 
is currently working on en¬ 
suring executive and counsel¬ 
lors have that training. 

“1 would like to see that 
more widespread. I would 
like to see professors, fac¬ 


ulty. staff and everyone in 
the university community 
have that training," El Ghos¬ 
sein said. Deborah Eerkes, 
director of student conduct 
and accountability, said 10 
of the 46 recommendations 
were able to be implemented 
right away and work is still 
underway on the rest.

She said it’s a heavy 
workload, and she the four 
working groups have not 
yet worked out what costs 
might be associated with im¬ 
plementing all of the recom¬ 
mendations. 

“A lot of them are things 
we can do systemically, in¬ 
ternally, without additional 
funds," Eerkes said. 

A standalone policy on sex¬ 
ual violence has been written 
and approved by the Campus 
Law Review Committee, and 
is expected to reach the board 
of governors by June. 

“To get a policy through 
the university governance 
takes an awful long time. It's 
a huge effort and it's just 
about done," Eerkes said. 


A large hangar at Edmonton's 
airport sits empty at taxpayer 
expense after a former premier 
sold the planes that would have 
been parked there. Jim Prentice 
announced in 2014 the contro¬ 
versial fleet of four government 
airplanes would be sold. 

But it turns out the prov¬ 
ince signed a 10-year lease for 
a hangar and office space for 
the planes a year before. 

The final plane was sold 
last year, leaving the hangar 
completely empty. Infrastruc¬ 
ture Minister Brian Mason says 
it looks like government is 
stuck with the lease signed 
by the former government. 
Mason says the government 
is attempting to sublease the 
space. “There is a lot of activity 
at that international airport," 
he said. 

The four-plane fleet became 
a public relations millstone 
around the neck of the former 
Progressive Conservative gov¬ 
ernment, Prentice said there 
was no justification fora prov¬ 
incial fleet of planes.

Detractor says 
candidate’s 
merger plan 
violates rules 

The battle it back on to turf 
former Conservative MP Jason 
Kenney from the Alberta Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative leader¬ 
ship race. 

Darcy Schumann , a member 
of the party’s board of direc¬ 
tors. exercised his right Wed¬ 
nesday to revisit a complaint 
filed by party member Jeffrey 
Rath against Ke nney. 

Rath has argued that Ken¬ 
ney's promise to dissolve the 
PCs to join forces with the rival 
Wildrose party violates party 
rules not to harm the PCs or 
their brand. 

He also said that Kenney has 
denigrated the party in public 
comments and that those ac¬ 
tions, along w r ith his promise 
to dissolve the party if he wins, 
should prompt his expulsion 


from the rate. 

The party’s leadership elec¬ 
tion committee unanimously 
dismissed Rath's complaint 
last weekend. 

Schumann said in an email 
Wednesday that the commit¬ 
tee could only rule on half the 
complaint relating to a breach 
of leadership race rules. The 
committee couldn't rule on al¬ 
legations relating to the party's 
constitution and damage to the 
It brand, he wrote. 

“That is the sole responsibil¬ 
ity of our board and, as such, 
we should, as a board, give it 
proper consideration.” 

Schumann, the party's Cal¬ 
gary vice-president, has called 
the emergency meeting for 
Feb. 24. 

He could not be reached im¬ 
mediately for comment Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Rath said he was pleased. 

“1 think it underlines how r 
we viewed this all along — that 
it’s a very serious complaint 
and is certainly not frivolous," 
he said in an interview. 

Schumann's email said he 


will ask Rath to make his argu¬ 
ments in person on Feb. 24. 
Rath said he will attend. 

Kenney called Rath's com¬ 
plaint and Schumann's review 
an undemocratic attempt to 
silence the thousands of party 
members he says have already 
voted to support pro-Kenney 
delegates at the leadership con¬ 
vention in Calgary March IS. 

“ This is going from the sub¬ 
lime to the ridiculous," said 
Kenney in an interview. “The 
members should decide who 
the leader is and not a group 
of insiders based on legal man¬ 
oeuvres." 

Kenney is one of three can¬ 
didates running to lead the 
PCs, tv ho governed Alberta for 
more than four decades before 
crashing to third place in the 
2015 election. 

MLA Richard Starke and Cal¬ 
gary lawyer Byron Nelson are 
running on platforms to re¬ 
juvenate the party, although 
Starke has said he would en¬ 
tertain some form of collabora¬ 
tion with the Wildrose.

The Libera] government is com¬ 
ing out strongly in favour of 
a motion to condemn Islamo 
phobia and ei 31 other forms of 
racism and religious discrimina¬ 
tion. 

Heritage Minister Melanie Joly 
said passing the non-binding 
motion would send a strong 
message about discrimination 
against the Muslim community, 
particularly in light of the recent 
deadly attack on a mosque in 
■Quebrc; City. 

,L We overwhelmingly reject 
the politics of racism and ex¬ 
clusion,” Joly said Wednesday 
outside the House of Commons. 

She was surrounded by Lib¬ 
eral MI J s — including several 
cabinet ministers —as a strong 
show of support, and a signal of 
her confidence that despite this 


being a free vote, there would 
not be anyone in the Liberal 
caucus who is expected to stand 
against it. 

“Our government is commit¬ 
ted to building a diverse, inclu¬ 
sive and welcoming society that 
promotes respect for all, regard¬ 
less of faith, race or ethnicity” 

The private member's mo¬ 
tion. put forward by Liberal Ml" 
Iqra Khalid, calls on the govern¬ 
ment to “‘recognize the need 


to quell the increasing public 
climate of hate and fear” and 
condemn Islamophpbia, as well 
as all other kinds of “systemic 
racism and religious discrimina¬ 
tion.” 

The Commons heritage com¬ 
mittee would also be asked to 
study the issue and develop a 
strategy to tackle it.

“Despite my 
sympathy for the ckiimant who 
dearly suffered extremely pain¬ 
ful bums, it ls my judgment that 
she has not proven her case 
against the defendant.”

Trudeau to 
address EU 
Parliament 
on Thursday 

Lawmakers in Canada and Eilf- 
npe are hailing Wednesday's 
approval of the Canada-EU free 
trade deal by the European Par¬ 
liament as a win for the values 
of openness in the face of anti¬ 
trade movements, including the 
Donald Trump administration in 
the United Stales. 

The legislature in Strasbourg, 
France, approved the Compre¬ 
hensive Economic and Trade 
Agreement by a margin of 4OS- 
254. with 33 abstentions. Ihe 


vote clears a major hurdle for 
the deal that saw its hist round 
of bargaining almost eight years 
ago and has had to overcome 
mounting anti-trade populism 
in Europe. 

Canada's Parliament also is 
expected to ratify the deal in the 
coming months, which means 
90 per cent of it would come 
into force under provisional ap¬ 
plication. 

That key procedural step 
allows the deal to take effect 
without the ratification of the 
European Union's 28 member 
countries and numerous regional 
governments. 

Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
was en route to France to deliver 
his own pro-trade message in an 
address Thursday to the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament, a first for a Can¬ 


adian leader, and to top business 
leaders a day later in Germany. 

On his way into a caucus meet¬ 
ing earlier Wednesday. Trudeau 
sang the praises of the deal as 
evidence of the merits of global¬ 
ization. 

“I think it's an illustration 
that when you put forward a 
progressive trade deal that takes 
into account the responsibility 
of governments to create good 
middle-dass jobs, create inclusive 
growth— not just fora few. but 
for everyone— land) that focuses 
on the middle class, we can move

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CHANTAL HEBERT ON SECULAR DRESS CODES 

A Montreal philosopher 
co-authored a report nine 
years ago that recommended 
imposing a secular dress code. 
The mosque shooting now has 
him regretting that suggestion. 


Almost a decade ago, Mont¬ 
real philosopher Charles Tay¬ 
lor — one of Canada's leading 
intellectuals — co-presided 
over a provincial commission 
on religious accommodation 
that recommended, among 
other measures, that Quebec 
impose a secular dress code 
on the province's judges and 
police forces. 

In so doing, he and histor¬ 
ian/sociologist Gerald Bou¬ 
chard inadvertently planted 
the seeds of Quebec's decade- 
long fixation on religious 
vestments in general and the 
Muslim veil in particular. 

Some of those seeds eventu¬ 
ally found their way else¬ 
where in Canada, most nota¬ 
bly in the shape of the debate 
on the place of the niqab at 
citizenship ceremonies at the 
time of the last federal elec¬ 
tion. 

The Botichard-'faylor report 
was more than BOO pages long 
and most of its recommenda¬ 
tions dealt with measures de¬ 
signed to nurture a pluralistic 
society. But it was the notion 
of a government-imposed ban 
on religious signs that stuck 
with the public. 

The imprimatur of two 
leading thinkers fieed part of 
Quebec's chattering and pol 
Ltical classes to jump on the 
dress code bandwagon and ad¬ 
vocate restrictions on individ¬ 
ual religious expression that 
would have been rmthinkable 
prior to the report. 

Taylor and Bouchard pre¬ 
scribed a ban on religious- 
signs for people invested, by 
virtue of their positions, with 
coercive powers. Tn the rhetor- 
Lr of the Coalition Avenir Que 
bee and the Parti Quebecois, 
that came to mean anyone in 
a position of authority. And 
even that term soon lost any 
semblance of meaning. 

In the PQs defunct secur- 


a Lisin charter, a secular 
dress code would have been 
imposed on anyone on the 
public payroll, from clerks to 
nurses to doctors to child-care 
workers. 


Neither academic had such 
blanket restrictions tn mind 
when They wrote their report. 
On various occasions, both 
tried to set the record straight. 

Now Taylor has gone a step 
further. In an op-ed piece pub¬ 
lished in la Presse earlier this 
week, he urged Quebec’s pnl- 
itical class to put hack in the 
bottle the genie be and Bou¬ 
chard let out. in hindsight, he 
wrote, he wishes he had left 
the bottle uncorked 
Taylor says be never did 
believe that a prohibition on 
religious signs, be iron those 
who sit on the court benches 
or wear a police uniform, was 
necessarily in keeping with 
Quebec’s secular character. 

In his op-ed, it comes across 
as little more than a hone 


thrown to the many Quebec¬ 
ers who felt their identify' was 
threatened by expressions of 
religious diversity. The propos 
al had more to do with mar¬ 
keting than actual values. 


Taylor writes that he 
thought the recommenda¬ 
tion would help a majori ty of 
Quebecers buy in fo the more 
positive prescriptions of the 
report. 

The opposite, of course, 
happened. Tven with the hesf 
of intentions, opportunism is 
not a substitute for principles. 

Taylor also predicts that 
should the national assem¬ 
bly ever pul the lestricrions 
on religious signs he once 
advocated into law, the courts 
would throw them out, 

That, too, is a bit of a stun¬ 
ning admission. 

Over the past decade, there 
has not been in Canada a 
substantial court ruling that 
would inf!™ or affirm Tay¬ 
lor’s doubts as to the legal 


standing of the proposal he is 
recanting, In other words, if 
he believes it would probably 
not survive a charter chal¬ 
lenge now. he would have had 
cause to suspect as much at 
the time of the writing of the 
report, 

Taylor said it was the at¬ 
tack on a Quebec mosque 
two weeks ago that prompt¬ 
ed his public reversal, In the 
aftermath of that attack, the 
parties in the national assem¬ 
bly essentially resumed the 
debate over religious accom¬ 
modation where they had left 
off Arguing that a majority of 
Quebecers back the dress code 
restrictions of the Bouchard- 
Taylor report, the opposition 
parties have been pressuring 
the Liberal government to 
pass them into law, 

Taylor believes that the 
public goodwill that has 
resulted from the mosque 
tragedy will be squandered if 
Quebec’s political class does 
not switch its focus from 
debating how far to restrict 
the rights of religious minor¬ 
ities to tiie building of more 
bridges with the Muslim com- 
m unity. 

Predictably, since he re¬ 
versed his position, Taylor lias 
been vilified on social media. 
Some have called him a Lib¬ 
eral sellout others accuse him 
of being a fundamentalist, 

It took courage tor Taylor 
to repudiate a notion that 
has driven Quebec's identity 
debate for the best part of a 
decade. Still one cannot help 
but regret that he did not 
exhibit that courage nine 
years ago, at the time of the 
co-writing of the report that 
bears his name.

After 13 seasons of ignoring 
it, I am now a massive fan of 
television’s longest-running ar¬ 
ranged marriage scheme. The 
Bachelorette. This is because 
the newest bachelorette is 
Rachel Lindsay, a black female 
attorney. 

Jt doesn't even air until 
May 22 and I can conclusively 
say it is the best show r on tele¬ 
vision. And not only did ABC 
announce this during Black 
History Month, but — it can't 
be coincidence — the new 
season also premieres on my 
birthday. Fate has foretold the 
greatness of this show. 

Even though it's in 
the vapid confines of The 
Bachelorette. it Is still awe¬ 
some to see many men vying 
fear a black woman's attention 
and love. Yet Li is telling about 
the state of the world that the 
producers, looking for ways to 
shake up the show, landed on 
"What if she was a black?" 

Like using bad olive oil. it Is 
offensive but not egregious. It 
suggests there's something in¬ 
credibly wild and risky about 
dating a black Woman, (1 
mean, there is. but that is be¬ 
cause black women are incred¬ 
ible! Not because we are like 
feral animals in the outback.) 

Al the same time: finally. 

This show has been on for 
13 seasons! Black people have 
been around for much longer! 

Although there have been 
black contestants on both 
The Bachelor and Bachelor- 
etle, Lindsay included, they've 
never been the ones doing 
the choosing. And since the 
show’s inception In 2003, they 
never got chose either. 

Black, women who are dat¬ 
ing are statistically less likely 
to be picked, According to 


data from OkCupid founder 
Christian Rudder, men on the 
website find black women the 
least desirable group. 

In a cover feature for The 
Walrus, Hadi.ya Roderique 
experimented with the idea 
by alternating her QkCupId 
profile between her actual 
pictures, pictures of a white 
woman, and a “whitened" 
version of herself. As a white 
woman, she received far more 
messages than when she 
presented as herself, a black 
woman. 

TTiis jives with my own 
dating experience. The first 
time 1 quit Tinder was because 
the messages 1 received were 
hyper-sexualried and racidl- 
ized. The former is part of the 
appeal of The app to some, but 
for me the combination just 
created a digitized version of 
the racist sexual harassment 
I experience in real life. 

|1 am back on again with 
some rules — e.g, if the other 
person says something even 
remotely racial, I hit that 
unmatch button faster than 
Usain Bolt splints.) 

For black women, the ro¬ 
mantic fairy tale told by popu¬ 
lar culture hasn’t included us. 
That is why I will be watching 
The Bachelorette when Rachel 
Lindsay finds her Prince Hany.

Debate 

In I'm Right and You're an 

idiot (New Society, 272 pages, 
$19.95) Canadian public relations 
guru turned author and activist 
James Hoggan writes: In debate 
we assume we have the right an¬ 
swer, whereas dialogue assumes 
we all have pieces of the answer 
and can craft a solution together. 

“Debate is combative and 
about winning, while dialogue 
is collaborative and focuses on 
exploring the common good. 
Debaters defend their assump¬ 
tions and criticize the views of 
others, whereas in dialogue we 
reveal assumptions and examine 
all positions, including our own." 

To that end. here's what I’ve 
been reading lately to find ways 
to constructively support what 
J already value and believe and 
to open my mind to the beliefs 
of others. Plus, 1 needed to find 
a w r ay to stop shouting so much. 

Liberalism 

Listen, Liberal (Thomas Frank. 
Metropolitan Books, 320 pages. 
£31.50) takes on the democratic 
elite. As Canada awakens to how 
very like the U.S. we may be. 
questioning liberal values with 
an eye to both defending them 
and improving them, as well 
as truly understanding what it 
means to be elitist, is an uncom¬ 
fortable necessity. 

Classism 

So. what's the opposite of a mem¬ 
ber of the liberal elite? Hillbilly 
Elegy (j.D. Vance, Harper. 272 
pages. £34.99j has the answer to 
that. Vance was raised in the Rust 
Belt bv a drug-addicted mother 
and then in the Appalachians 
by guEirdian grandparents who 


struggled with alcoholism and 
violence. 

They loved him fiercely. His 
story puts a face to the white 
underclass who have become 
so outspoken in today's political 
arena. There’s a lot to grapple 
with in a book like this but it's 
a good place to start w r hen try¬ 
ing to understand what’s going 
on in communities you may not 
identify with — and it makes 
it clear that speaking out from 
within, in any community, is 
the only way forward. 

Religion 

Next, J read Letters to a Young 
Muslim, by Omar SaifGhobash 
(Picador: 272 pages. £31). This 
book is meant as a plea for mod¬ 
eration from an author who has 
clearly listened deeply and wants 
to speak the truth, gently and 
respectfully. 

He's also writing to his sons, 
which ups the ante. No shout¬ 
ing allowed. Those arguing with 
the most fierceness — on both 
sides —about immigration bans 
and extremism may know noth¬ 
ing about what it means to be a 
Muslim or what Islam is. This is 
just a starting point, and a fine 
one at that. 

Feminism 

Notv. on to feminism. I’ve been 
a feminist practically since l 
could speak in full sentences 
but never before have J felt on 
one hand so supported and on 
the other so opposed. 

I've read plenty of books that 
support what I already think, but 
Unfinished Business by Anne 
Slaughter (Random House. 352 
pages, £32) reminded me that 
this word "equality" 1 keep using 


might not mean what I think it 
does — and she bravely offers 
up a manifesto for true equalitv. 

Why I Am Not A Feminist 
byJessa Crispin |Melville House. 
176 pages, 533.99) comes from 
an author who has created an 
identity out of being a contrar¬ 
ian. true, but who also demands 
more of mainstream feminism 
than it’s currently delivering. 
(She is indeed looking direct¬ 
ly at all of us in our cute pink 
pussy hats.) 

Coti&ervat Ism 

This is all just a beginning. I'm 
still searching — and late this 
wee k. my search led me to t he 
Little Free Libra ry on my street. 
And there it was, a battered vol¬ 
ume called Coniessions of a 
Conservative. 

When 1 got it home, 1 realized! 
it was written in 1979 by Pulitz¬ 
er-Prize winning author Garry 
Wills. Wills is a Roman Catholic 
who has criticized the approach 
of the church to homosexuality, 
abortion and contraception. He 
once wrote an article for The 
New York Review of Books that 
took on the second amendment. 
He no longer calls himself a con¬ 
servative, mostly because of his 
experiences covering the civil 
rights movement, for example 
— but also because the conserva¬ 
tives won't have him. 

Wills was brave, both to stand 
for something and then to aban¬ 
don it when listening to the 
other side led him to a new way 
of seeing. I’m planning to stay 
open to this, no matter where 
my current quest for balanced 
knowledge leads me. 

Courage, as well as a stack of 
books, is imperative. 
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wished

Tributes pour 
in for beloved 
Vinyl Cafe host 
Stuart McLean 

Stuart McLean. a bestselling au¬ 
thor, journalist and humorist 
who was “firmly committed to 
celebrating the positive, joyful 
and funny side of life" through 
his popular CEC Radio program 
The Vinyl Cafe, hits died. He 
was 68. 

“We were deeply saddened to 
learn that Stuart McLean passed 
away earlier today. Stuart was 
an exceptional storyteller who 
has left an indelible mark on 
CEC Radio and countless com¬ 
munities across Canada,” read a 
statement from Susan Marjetti, 
executive director of radio and 
audio for CEC English Services. 

In December, McLean an¬ 
nounced he was suspending the 
long-running program to focus 


on treatment for melanoma, 
which he was diagnosed with in 
late 2015. He said bis fust round 
of immunotherapy treatment 
that winter was not complete¬ 
ly successful and he needed to 
undergo another round this year. 

The Vinyl Cafe radio show, 
which featured a mix of stor¬ 
ies. essays and musical per¬ 
formances, was spun off into 
bestselling books and became 
a touring production in 2008. 
The show's stories centred on 
Daw. the owner of a secondhand 
record store, and also featured 
Dave's wife, Morley, their two

children, Sam and Stephanie, 
and various friends. 

“Every week for 22 years. Stu¬ 
art connected with his listeners 
in a way that few before him 
have. His Drive and Morley stor¬ 
ies were as entertaining as they 
were enlightening they made 
us pause, reflect, but most of 
all laugh along together," said 
Marjetti. 

A pasting on the official Vinyl 
Cafe website said the staff be¬ 
hind the show were “finding 
comfort in memories of our dear 
friend." 

“Stuart always emphasized 
that the world is a good place, 
full of good people, trying to 
do their best. He believed in 
people's extraordinary capacity 
for love and generosity. And he 
had faith in our ability to work 
together for the common good," 
the message reads. 

“Stuart connected us — to our 
country and to each other. He en¬ 
tertained us, he made us think, 
he made us smile. Occasionally 
he made us cry. And, through all 
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Humorist, radio host and author Stuart McLean was an officer of the Order of Canada and a 
professor emeritus at Ryerson University in Torontou roRsmj? news sjeavice file 


of that, he reminded us that life 
is made up of small moments. 
We never know which tines will 
be forgotten ;md which ones will 
stay with us forever.” 

McLean had been upbeat 
about his cancer setback and 
told fans in an online message 
posted in December that he ex¬ 
pected to return to work.

1 still believe that 
to be tme. I hope we will meet 
up again — on the radio or in 
theatres.

Henderson,

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Bayern rout leaves Arsenal in big trouble 


CHAMPIONS LEAGUE 

Thiago double 
helps Munich 
put one foot in 
quarter-finals 

Bayern Munich answered its 
critics with a comprehen¬ 
sive 5-1 rant of Arsenal in 
the first leg of their Cham¬ 
pions League dash to pat one 
foot in the quarterfinals on 
Wednesday. 

Thiago Alcantara struck 
twice in a superb perform¬ 
ance, while Arj en Rob ben, 
Robert Lewanclowski and sub¬ 
stitute Thomas Muller scored 
the other goals. 

Arsenal now faces what 


seems a near-impossible 
task in the second leg of 
the Round of 16 on March 7, 
despite a fir'st-haIf equalizer 
from Alexis Sanchez. 

Carlo A Lice I lot I i r s 
Bayern had been 
unconvincing in its 
five games since the 
winter break but the 
home side soon took 
control of the game. 

There was little 
Arsenal goalkeeper 
David 0spina could 
do to stop Robben 
from opening the 
scoring in the 11th 
minute. 

Given too much space, the 
Dutchman cut inside as he's 
done so often before and let 
fly with a shot that easily 


beat 0spina went in off the 
underside of the bar. 

Arsenal was given a life¬ 
line when Lewandowski took 
down Arsenal 
captain Laurent 
Koscielny in the 
box and the ref¬ 
eree awarded the 
penalty before the 
half-hour mark. 

Amid deafening 
whistles from the 
home fans. 

Manuel Neuer 
saved Sanchez’ 
weak spot kick 
and Sanchez then 
missed the rebound but 
the Chilean cut the Bayern 
fans’ cheers short when he 
prodded in at the third at¬ 
tempt. 


Arsenal, which lost captain 
Laurent Koscielny to injury 
early in the second half ap¬ 
pears set to exit in the Round 
of 16 for the seventh season 
in a row. 

But it was all Bayern for 
the second half as Lewandow¬ 
ski rose above two defenders 
to head into a 2-1 lead on 53 
minutes. 

The Poland striker pro¬ 
duced a brilliant back-heeled 
flick to send Thiago through 
to score another three min¬ 
utes later. 

Thiago grabbed his second 
a few minutes later, with a 
deflected shot after a cor¬ 
ner. before Muller completed 
the rout two minutes after 
he came on in the S6th.
